Tomorrow's Leaders Must 
Have The Best Education 


Like most of the rest of Marin. San 
Gerommo \ alley has been experiencing 
growth. 
And like the rest of Marin, the growth 
is accompanied by “ growing pains. ’ 
One of the painful results is to be 
found in the situation at I agunitas 
school. During the present school term, 
total income from all sources amounts to 
$92,380. 
The total operating expenses 
will amount to $98,440. That obviously 
means it s costing more to run the 
school than present income provides, 
to the tune of $6.000. 
It is indeed fortunate that the strict 
economies enforced by the trustees and 
administration provided a $9.000 cash 
carry-over from operations of preceding 
years. Thanks to this, the school is in 
no danger of having to “write any bum 
checks' this year. 
But if the school is to stay on its ec­ 
onomic feet in the days ahead, it ob­ 
viously will have to obtain more operat­ 
ing funds. 7 his the board of trustees 
are asking in the form of an 85-cent 
tax rate increase. The proposition will 
be submitted at the polls in a special 
election Tuesday. 
in light of the foregoing, it is difficult 
to understand how' anybody could want 
to do other than cast a YES vote at the 
polls 7'uesday. 
t nfortunatelv, however, there is a 


small but potent nucleus of opposition 


If the worst of these opponents had 
their way. no money would be made 
available for hiring additional teachers; 
already overcrowded classes would be 
still further enlarged beyond their pres­ 
ent size of up to 43 pupils per teacher. 


If some of the most extreme oppon­ 
ents had their way, maintenance of 
building, grounds and equipment would 
be pinched to the point that the school 
would be headed toward physical ruin. 
Also, bus service would be drastically 
curtailed or completely eliminated. 
There was a time not long ago when 
the fate of our public school system and 
the quality of our education generally 
might have seemed an academic ques­ 
tion of small public concern.

NEW YORK UPl — Going 
steady is a problem today for 
heads of business houses too. 
In this case it’s the unwel­ 
come trend for high or even 
record sates to keep com­ 
pany with falling profits. Man­ 
agement is working hard to 
cut costs. 
In its more painful form, 
this has led to closure of un­ 
profitable plants or retail out­ 
lets, 
layoffs 
or 
shortened 
work weeks. 
In its mildest form cost cut­ 
ting is the old-time economy 
wave which sweeps offices 
a n d 
factories 
periodically, 
stressing savings in pencils, 
phone calls and electric light 
bills. 


WHEN THEY CAN, plants 
are trying to offset rising la­ 
bor costs by getting more 
product per man-hour. This 
includes stepping up mecha­ 
nization and automation. 
A recent variant was the 
reported pact between labor 
and management in the con­ 
struction trades for the elimi­ 
nation of featherbedding and 
other costly tricks of the 
trade. 
Some firms cut back on 
customer services, prune out­ 
grown routines and methods, 
cut away employee deadwood. 
Numerous 
firms 
encourage 
earlier retirements. 
Customers complain 
that 
firms are saving money by 
lowering the quality of their 
products. 


TWO FORMS of cost cut­ 
ting popular of late—lower­ 
ing the costs of carrying big 
inventories 
by 
turning 
to 
hand - to - mouth purchasing 
and 
postponing 
plans 
for 
building new plants or buy­ 
ing new equipment — have 
been blamed for starting this 
recession. 
The 
duration of 
these practices has been call­ 
ed the setter of the slump's 
timetable. 
Another form of saving — 
dodging 
bank 
charges 
for 
needed cash by postponing 
borrowing or by asking stock­ 
holders to buy new corpor­ 
ate security issues instead— 
is regarded by some bankers 
as perhaps as great a reason 
for softening interest rates as 
the action of the Federal Re­ 
serve Board so far. 


T H O U G H M A N Y firms 
have made progress in cost 
cutting, some are discourag­ 
ed by the seemingly built-in 
increases to many of their 
costs. Long labor contracts 
include annual wage boosts. 
Transportation, distribution 


and packaging charges rise. 
And cost cutting often runs 
up 
against customer resis­ 
tance at a time when a rival 
firm may be offering the cus­ 
tomer more. 
Repair bills are getting a 
closer look at the plant main­ 
tenance 
a n d 
engineering 
show in 
Chicago. An offi­ 
cial of a large chemical com­ 
pany estimated proper main­ 
tenance of equipment could 
save his firm a million dol­ 
lars a year and improved use 
of plants could shave off an­ 
other $500,000. 
Obsolete machinery and un­ 
used buildings are being in­ 
ventoried. Some firms scrap 
them for what their metal 
content will bring. 


RESEARCH ARMS of cor­ 
porations are being urged to 
step up the quest for more 
efficient and less costly ways 
to operate or for more cheap­ 
ly produced new products. 
One huge oil company with 
many petrochemical divisions, 
has a new pilot engineering 
plant to test ways of cutting 
research costs themselves. If 
costs of trying out new chem­ 
ical processes can be lowered 
by only 1 per cent, the oil 
company sees a saving that- 
can run into the millions in 
a year. 


Railroads and airlines re­ 
port that executive traveling 
seems to be dwindling. They 
figure that some corporation 
comptrollers are asking: 
Is 
this trip really necessary?

Japanese scientists said 
the Soviets had exploded a 
hydrogen bomb in the Siberian 
arctic. 
An Atomic Energy Commis­ 
sion announcement said only 
that “the Soviets had conduct­ 
ed a weapons test” in Russian 
territory and that “the yield 
of the test was in the megaton 
range.” A megaton is the ex­ 
plosive equivalent of a million 
tons of TNT. 
The last AEC announcement 
of a Russian nuclear test came 
Dec. 28. The commission has 
announced detection of at least 
27 such test explosions.

Guiding Fuchs down the fi­ 
nal trail from the plateau sta­ 
tion is Sir Edmund Hillary, 
who laid out the route for 
Fuchs while pushing to the 
South Pole last December.

A conference official said 
cancellation of the President’s 
speech was a “bad mistake” on 
the part of his advisers. 
BACK AT WORK 
Eisenhower was at his White 
House desk 44 minutes after 
arriving from Phoenix. His call 
on the food conference dele­ 
gates was sandwiched between 
meetings with Nixon and Ben­ 
son and a conference this after­ 
noon with Secretary of State 
John Foster Dulles. 
In Phoenix, newspaper pub­ 
lisher Eugene C. Pulliam, with 
whom 
the 
President 
played 
golf, quoted Eisenhower as say­ 
ing: “I haven't felt as good in 
six months as I do right now.” 
Puiliam said the President 
planned to do everything he 
can to re-arrange his schedule 
and return for a long weekend 
when Mrs. Eisenhower finishes 
what is expected to be a two- 
week visit at Elizabeth Arden’s 
Main Chance resort for women. 


But Frondizi’s Intransigent 
Radical party collected votes 
from many of the strong-arm 
segments of Argentina’s politi­ 
cal spectrum this time. His 
backers ranged from Commun­ 
ists to labor to Peronists and 
Fascist splinter parties.

But he never spe­ 
cifically included Peron, which 
raised speculation w h e t h e r 
Frondizi would let the banish­ 
ed dictator come back. 
Last night Frondizi said the 
first job of the new Congress 
would be to enact a general 
amnesty law covering all par­ 
ties and including those now in 
jail for their politics. 
From his refuge in the Do­ 
minican Republic, Peron hailed 
Frondizi’s victory as the result 
of the implied support he gave 
him. Peron said he would con­ 
sider a return to his homeland, 
but planned a trip “to rest” 
first. He did not elaborate.

W hat's Telegraph 
News? 


Telegraph news is another newspaper phrase 
that doesn’t mean what it says. 
It refers not to news about telegraph com­ 
panies or even news delivered by Western Union. 
It’s news provided to 
newspapers by press 
associations — n e w s 
from all over the world. 
The phrase “telegraph” 
news originated half a 
century ago when na­ 
tional and international 
news was transmitted 
by telegraphers using 
the dot-and-dash Morse 
code. Today the news 
comes into The Inde- 
pendent-Journal, for example, from the major 
news-gathering associations, Associated Press and 
United Press, over leased wires by teletype. These 
automatic machines receive news instantly from 
the wires and reproduce it in typewritten form 
at the rate of 60 words a minute. During the day, 
the I-J receives thousands of words an hour from 
the press associations alone, from which are 
chosen the stories that appear in the paper. Tele­ 
types are also located in strategic Marin cities to 
send in local news and classified ads.

American women become preg­ 
nant before marriage, the Kin­ 
sey Institute reported today. 
Of thos* pregnancies which 
do not lead to quick marriages, j 
89 per cent end in abortion 
the institute said. Six per cent 
produce illegitimate children 
and 5 per cent end in miscar­ 
riages. 
A copyrighted article in the 
current issue of McCall's maga­ 
zine is based on the report, the 
first issued by the Institute for 
Sex Research at Indiana Uni­ 
versity since the death of the 
institute's founder. Dr. Alfred 
C. Kinsey, in 1956.

report, 
titled 
“Preg­ 
nancy, Birth and Abortion,” 
also said: 


Among all women of child­ 
bearing age now alive, one 
in seven has had or will have 
a pre-marriage abortion.

The statistics 
are derived 
from the group of nearly 8,000 
women interviewed for the in-: 
stitute’s 1953 report, “Sexual 
Behavior in the Human Fe­ 
male.” After eliminating cer- j 
tain women what remained was 
a sample of 5,293. 


“Pregnancy before marri­ 
age is not just a rare prob­ 
lem, not just a mischance 
which affects an occasional 
ignorant farm girl — but a 
widespread social problem,” 
the report said. 


The report said that of wom­ 
en who become pregnant be­ 
fore marriage most are married 
and “presumably are as happy 
as any other wives.” 
In fact, more women with 
premarital sex relations mar­ 
ried than those who never had 
any premai^al sexual relations. 
The 
report 
indicated that 
abortions were performed by 
physicians, persons who had at­ 
tended medical school for a 
brief time, and some who had 
picked up a smattering of med­ 
ical knowledge. 


The price of abortions, the 
survey said is increasing. I p 
through the 1920s, the me­ 
dian p/ice of an abortion was 
$76. in the 1940s, it jumped 
to $143 and is considered 
even higher now.

“If I am elected governor of 
California I expect to serve out 
my term," he said in an inter­ 
view. “I think Dick Nixon is 
likely to be the presidential 
nominee and I would support 
him.” 


Knowiand 
made 
it 
clear, 
however, he is not foreclosing 
the possibility that he himself 
would become a candidate for 
the 1960 nomination if any­ 
thing should happen to elimi­ 
nate Nixon from the race. 


The Republican leader said 
he had no intention of “Sher- 
manizing” himself to the ex­ 
tent of saying he would not 
accept the nomination or would 
not serve if elected. He refer­ 
red to the statement made af-! 
ter the Civil War by Gen. Wil­ 
liam T. Sherman. 


OUT OF PRIMARIES 
Knowiand said he has no 
present intention of entering 
any presidential primaries in 
1960. Nixon is expected to en­ 
ter that year’s primaries and 
there has been speculation that 
he might be embarrassed by 
having another Californian as 
one of his opponents. 


Knowland’s decision to wait 
it out beyond 1960 apparently! 
is based on the belief that (1)! 
Nixon now is far ahead in the 
contest for the nomination, (2) 
that 1960 might not be a good 
year for the Republicans and 
(3) that he is young enough at 
49 to bide his time until 1964 
or even 1968.

Mother Asks 'Should I Work?' 


Doc Gives 'Questions' In Reply 


“We need money,” writes the 
mother of two teen-agers. “The 
only way to get it is for me to 
go back to work. Before mar­ 
riage I was a teacher. I know 
that you advise mothers to stay 
home and take care of their 
children. I’ve always followed 
your 
suggestions. 
Will 
you 
help me make up my mind 
about working?” 


Let me qualify my* reply. I 
urge mothers of babies and 
small children to avoid outside 
jobs. But things are different 
for those whose children who 
are older. Maybe you should 
work. Ask yourself these ques­ 
tions: 


Are your children doing well 
in school? Do they have any 
serious problems? Are they 
reasonably independent? Are 
they willing to help with the 
housework, so you won’t be 
overburdened? Are they trust­ 
worthy? 


If you find an unfavorable 
answer to any of these ques­ 
tions, drop the idea of work­ 
ing. Your children still need 
you at home. 
Their welfare 
should come first. 
But if the answers are favor­ 
able. continue. See if you can 
arrange to mave them proper­

gain of $5.000. However, if 
you sold the real estate for 
$10,000 and -contributed the

Since Mrs. Jenkins came to 
Ross School in 1930 she has 
seen many changes. In a story 
written by eighth-grader John 
Weil, the Ross School paper’s 
last issue said: 
“Where the basketball courts 
are now there were two private 
homes and the yard was a for­ 
est of trees. Mrs. Jenkins re­ 
calls that some 60 were re­ 
moved to make room for our 
present building and play area. 
Where Shirley Griffith now 
lives was the baseball field, 
while the area around Walters 
road was the site of an annual 
Easter egg hunt.” 
SEVEN TEACHERS 
Before World War II, Ross 
School had seven teachers. To­ 
day the staff’includes 18 full­ 
time teachers and two part- 
time who teach instrumental 
music and speech. 
In 1947 Mrs. Jenkins asked 
the school board to allow her 
to step down from the job of 
principal to teach an eighth 
grade class full-time. 


The amazed school board 
couldn’t understand her re­ 
quest. Mrs. Jenkins told the 
trustees she didn't spend a day 
in the classroom without learn­ 
ing something from her pupils. 
But as a school adminis­ 
trator, talking to parents and 
teachers, can’t you learn as 
much? she was asked. 
“Not nearly as much as from 
the 
children,” Mrs. 
Jenkins 
said she told the school board. 
LIKES TO TRAVEL 
As a teacher instead of prin­ 
cipal, Mrs. Jenkins found more 
time for one of her two hob­ 
bies—traveling. She has been 
to Europe, the Near East, North 
Africa. Mexico 
and 
Central 
America, South America, the 
West Indies, Hawaii, Alaska 
“and I still have a trip or two 
that I want to take,” she ad­ 
mitted. 
Mrs. Jenkins’ other hobby is 
“grandchildren.” She and her 
husband, Tom, have five. Their 
children are Francis P. Jenkins 
of Terra Linda Oaks and Mrs. 
David Enstrum of San Leandro. 
Mrs. Jenkins is a charter 
member of the Business and 
Professional Women’s Assn. of 
Marin County. She is active 
also in the local American 
Assn. of University Women.

session of the Legislature to: 


1. Drastically increase the 
number of required academ­ 
ic courses in high schools. 
2. Step up instruction in 
basic subjects in the elemen­ 
tary grades. 


The governor, continuing his 
piecemeal unveiling of special 
session items, announced his 
decision yesterday to place the 
education issue before the Leg­ 
islature next month. 
He also said he would rec­ 
ommend enactment of standby 
laws to permit California to 
participate in President Eisen­ 
hower’s 
federal 
scholarships 
program if it succeeds in Con­ 
gress. 


AT BUDGET SESSION 
No date has been set for the 
special session, but presum­ 
ably it will coincide with the 
Legislature’s budget-only ses­ 
sion which reconvenes next 
Monday. 
Knight previously said he 
would open up the session to 
subjects 
dealing with Long 
Beach harbor subsidence, the 
San Francisco Giants’ new sta­ 
dium and so-called “diploma 
mills.” 


CONFERENCE OPENS 
Knight timed his latest an­ 
nouncement just before the 
opening of a two-day statewide 
conference called here by the 
Department of Education to 
take inventory on science and 
mathematics education in the 
public schools. 
Speaking to Redwood Em­ 
pire Publishers at the Clover- 
dale Citrus Fair, he said: 
“I believe our people have 
a right to expect . . . that we 
demonstrate we can do a bet­ 
ter job with the very substan­ 
tial amounts we are presently 
expending for education be­ 
fore going to the well for 
more.” 


The governor said pres­ 
ent law provides for only 
three mandatory courses in 
high schools: 
Physical 
education; 
in­ 
struction in the Constitution 
and in American history; and 
driver training. 


In addition, the Department 
of Education prescribes one 
period of English or its equiva­ 
lent 
daily 
throughout 
each 
school year. Knight emphasiz­ 
ed that students are not re­ 
quired to take mathematics in 
many high schools. 
Requirements 
for 
science 
and history, he said, seem weak 
in many instances. 
UP TO LEGISLATURE 
The governor did not specify 
what other subjects should be­ 
come musts. 
He put it up to 
the Legislature this way: 
“Positive action by the Leg­ 
islature can put meat on the 
bones of our education struc­ 
ture. 
In my opinion, the way 
to do this is to establish mini­ 
mum requirements for basic 
academic subjects at the high 
school level.” 
Turning to e l e m e n t a r y 
grades, Knight said the educa­ 
tion code requires a minimum 
of 50 per cent of each school 
week shall be devoted to read­ 
ing, writing, language study, 
spelling, arithmetic and civics 
in grades one to six, and a 
minimum of 600 minutes for 
such subjects in grades seven 
and eight. 
Similarly, he offered no con­ 
crete 
recommendation, 
but 
said he believed consideration 
should be given to increasing 
these minimums.
